FIRST IRGQUOIS TREATY. 


Made Between the 
and English In 1664. 

The first treaty between the English 
and the Iroquois was made on Sept. 
24, 1664: and ushered in a friendship 
that continued for more than a cen- 
tury. The Iroquois bad been alternate 
Iy at war and peace for sixty years, 
and the English found their dusky al- 
lies valuuble in the war with the 
French for Nortth American suprem- 
acy, 

The treaty with the Iroquois was one 
of the first official acts of the English 
governor, who eurlier in the same 
month bud taken over the Dutch pos- 
sessions und changed the name of New 
Amsterdam to New York and that of 
Fort Orange to Albany. In 1693 and 
ugain three years later the French in- 
vaded the Iroquois country, and the 
redskins fost balf of tbeir warriors. 
In 1718 the French gave up all claim 
to the Iroquois, and peace reigned for 
o time, but in 1755 the warriors joined 
the English in the war for the conquest 
of Canada, 

When the American Revolution broke 
out the Iroquuis adhered to the crown. 
At the conclusion of the war most o1 
the lroquois took refuge in Canada.— 
Philadelphia: Ledger.

No two persons see precisely alike 
auy tore thin any two persons hear 


precisely the same. ‘Phe differences 
fu these perceptions are due to the 


wide disparities not only in the organs 
of vision und hearing, but also to the 
differences in weutal mukeup of the 
individuals. 

There are more unsolved problems as 
to sight than any other sense. It is 
the most wonderful and ut the sume 
tine the most inexplicable sense thut 


we possess. Every school child. is 
taught that we see becnuse rays of 


light reach the retina of the eye after 
passing through the transparent. cor- 
bea, that curved surface which Is in 
lrect contact with the external air, 
the aqueous or watery humor, aud tbe 
crystalline and vitreous humors.

BANKER PONIES. — 


Half Wild Horses That Trap Fish and 
Then Eat Them. 

Along Albemarle sound, on the North 
Carolina coast, there is mile after mile 
of low, sandy shore, where nothing 
grows except a coarse grass, a few 
salt water weeds and wild parsley. 
On these banks lives a strange breed 
of half wild horses, known as “banker 
ponies.” These creatures are general- 
ly about twice the size of Shetland 
ponies, 

Every year the herd owners drive the 
“bankers” into pens, brand the foals 
with the proper mark and catch some 
of t older animals to sell to the 
dealers. North Carolinians say that 
the beasts must be starved into eating | 
grain, hay or grass, for they have al- H 
ways lived on the rank salt marsb | 
grass of the marsbes and on fish. 

They catch the fisb for themselves at 
low tide. With thelr boofs they dig | 
deep holes in the sand below high | 
water mark. When the tide falls they 
greedily devour the fish that are 
stranded in these toles. Often-they 
fight briskly over an especially tempt- 
ing morsel. 

In captivity these strange horses are 
{utelligent, but seldom ure even in | 
temper. Once tamed, they make excel- 
lent draft animals, for they bavye a 
strength tbat {is disproportionate to 
their size.

China's Stiff Problem, 


China was confronted with a stiff 
problem at the introduction of the 
telegraph. It was hopeless to think 
of combining the western Morse dots 
and dashes in sufficient variety to 
express the 3,000 or 4,000 characters 
used by a fairly literate Chinese, not 
to speak of the entire 40,000 or so 


known to the highly educated men, 
A phonetic system was | 


of that race. 
barred by the fact that the same 
Chinese monosyllable means differ- 
ent things according to the context 
or intonation and also by the diver- 
sity of dialects. 

A Dane, Prof. Schellerup, found 
the solution. The 7,000 characters 
most commonly used are given their 
equivalents in a code of numerals 
and these numerals are telegraphed. 
Thus, ‘‘cash”’ in the code is 6030. 

The institution of its Parliament 
also brings embarrassment to China, 
there being so many dialects within 
the vast republic. Pidgin-English 
has long been the Esperanto of 
China. A traveler tells, for instance, 
how he heard a man from Canton 
and a native of Tientsin resort to it 
as the only possible medium for 
mutual understanding. But why 
not write the speeches instead of 
speaking them? Not only are the 
written characters the same thf®ugh- 
out China, but they are almost iden- 
tical in China, Japan and Korea, 
however widely the spoken wards 
differ.

The Benefit of Brevity Very Pointed- 
| ly Emphasized by a Writer. 
| Writers who wish to impart to their 
p-oductions power and pungency, who 
wish to keep the reader’s attention 
upon the tiptoe of activity, who desi-e 
to escape the imputation of pedantry 
and who seek to surcharge their sen- 
timents with sparkle and spirit, will 
do well to bear in mind constantly 
that long, lingering sentences, unduly 
| over-burdened with an abundance of 
phrases, clauses and parenthetical ob- 
servations of a more or less digres- 
sive character, are apt to be tiresome 
to the reader, especially if the sub- 
ject matter be at all profound or 
ponderous, to place an undue strain 
upon his powers of concentration and 
to leave him with a confused concept 
of the ideas which the writer appar- 
ently has been at great pains to con- 
eentrate, while short, snappy sen- 
tences, on the other hand, with the 
frequent recurrence of subject and 
predicate, thus recalling and empha- 
sizing the idea to be expressed as the 
development of the thought proceeds, 
like numerous sign posts upon an un- 
traveled road, these frequent breaks 
having the effect of taking a new 
hold upon the reader’s attention, 
oases in the desert of words, as it 
were, will be found to be much more 
| effective, much more conducive to 
clarity and far better calculated to 
preserve the contact, the wireless 
| connection, so to speak, between the 
writer and the reader, provided, how- 
ever, and it Is always very easy to 
| err through a too strict and too lit-

She told young priests that she 
had talked with God and the Blessed 
Virgin. 

She began to hold prayer meetings, 
where more and more people came. 
She and they then vowed to destroy 
the antichrist they believed to be at 
the bottom of all the world’s sin. 

Scores rallied around her, tading 
strictest vows of self-sacrifice and 
poverty. They lead simple lives, eat 
no meat, drink no alcohol, gu bare- 
footed in the sharpest frost, wear 
hair shirts next their skins and de- 
vote their lives to the or. 

For them the will of emperors js 
the will of God, and the most repres- 
sive measures may only be resisted 
by prayer. They are most earnest mis- 
sionaries, drawing to their churches 
people who had long ceased to wor- 
ship anything but themselves. 

When Rome called on them to give 
up various doctrines and discard the 
woman who saw visions they refused, 
were excommunicated and declared 
the woman their pope instead.

STORING WINTER APPLES. 


Essentials to Be Borne in Mind In 
Storing Applies and Other Fruit. 

In storing fruit for winter, says 
Better Farming, the three essentials to 
be borne in mind are good ventilation, 
& proper temperature and moderately 
dry atmosphere. Unless they can all 
be met it is better to dispose of your 
fruit at prevailing market price rather 
than take the risk of loss by rotting. 

The cellar in which the fruit is kept . 
must be well drained, with double | 
walls above ground. Double walls are | 
better nonconductors than single walls. 
An outer entrance to the cellar is in- 
dispensable, as are also smul! double 
glass windows placed at least on two 
sides of the cellar, preferably on north 
and south sides. On wurm days they 
can be used to good advantage in 
regulating the temperature. No stor- 
age cellar should contain a furnace, 
even when there is a partition wall be 
tween it and the fruit, as undue 
warmth caunot be prevented. The 
right temperature Is a few degrees 
above the freezing puint, about 36 de 
crees I’. The temperature may vary 
considerably, however, without serious 
damage, but in very cold weather it is 
well to keep a thermometer elose by 
and apply artificial heat if necessary. 
Barrels and crates or banging bins are 
the best utensils for storing. Hanging 
bins are very convenient, as the fruit 
gets the full advantage of free circu- 
lation of air from beneath and through 
side slats, besides it can be easily 
sorted from them. Whatever utensil is 
used fruit should be raised up enough

Storing 
vegetables. expecially cabbage, in the 
same cellar may be detrimental to the 
flavor of cabbage. Damp..!I! smelling 
cellars will very likely render fruit less 
palatable too,
